REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  TINKEY  CEMETERY 


A  suggestion  was  made  in  the  Tin  key  supplement  on  page  22  to  have  a  com¬ 
mittee  investigate  the  old  Tinkev  cemetery  one-halt  way  between  Butler  and 
NcdviHc,  Ohio.  About  June,  1945,  Mr.  Ed  Tinkey,  president  of  the  Tinkev  reunion, 
appointed  J,  C.  Tinkey,  Frank  Baughman  and  Nettie  Sheets  on  said  committee,  and 
as  chairman  1  am  reporting  for  the  committee  as  follows:  After  due  consideration, 
we  decided,  because  of  some  legal  matters  not  t<>  recommend  the  abandonment  of 
the  cemetery  but  to  cooperate  with  the  Jefferson  Township  trustees  whose  legal 
duly  :t  is  to  take  care  of  the  cemetery  in  a  proper  manner,  as  it  is  upon  the 

county  auditor’s  record  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  as  being  transferred  to  the  Richland 

county,  Jefferson  township  trustees.  The  cemetery  has  not  been  upon  the  county 
engineers  or  recorders  map  all  these  years  and  the  engineer  is  placing  it  upon  the 
new  map  now  being  made.  \\  c  did  find  a  plat  of  a  Frederick  Tinkey  cemetery  among 
the  plat-  of  county  cemeteries,  which  records  it  contains  48-100  of  an  acre  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  township  but  no  deed  or  other  paper  could  be  found  establishing  this  cemetery 
and  it  has  been  legally  decided  that  none  was  necessary,  however  a  record  of  deed 
was  found  conveying  a  portion  of  tins  cemetery  from  Frederick  Tinkey  to  the 
Mohican  or  Luther;  '  church  and  the  foundation  marks  20x36  ft.  can  be  seen  tee 
tin  'lurch  once  stood  more  than  70  years  ago.  There  is  no  legal 
lh'  membership  has  disbanded  and  the  land  reverted  hack  to  the 
cemetery  by  right  o  the  lapse  of  years.  Therefore  your  committee  is  now  working 
upon  a  plan  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  cemetery  from  about  100x200  ft.  to  about

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THE  TINKEY  ANCESTRY 

by  Geo.  W.  Willis,  D.  D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Mr.  G potto  Tinkey,  the  anc  stral  progenitor  of  the  various  Tinkey  families  of  Ohio, 
was  a  native  of  Germany,  from  the  province  of  Hesse.  He  and  his  brother  John  emi¬ 
grated  fi  om  their  fatherland  to  America  about  175(5,  or  maybe  curlier.  This  great  grand¬ 
father  settled  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  we  do  not  know  where  his 
brother  settled  down.  It  is  too  bad  that  the  complete  history  of  these  forebears  have 
not  been  handed  down  to  their  posterity,  but  doubtless  they  were  excellent  nun  and  of 
just  the  right  type  to  become  early  settlers  and  pioneers  of  the  vast  new  country  of 
America.  The  parents  of  these  German  ancestors  remained  in  Germany,  but  their  full 
names  and  place  of  abode  are  unknown.  It  hits  been  tumored  that  they  became  wealthy 
and  willed  their  property  to  their  son  Jacob,  who  remained  in  Germany.  None  of  his 
descendants  came  over  to  our  country  so  far  as  we  know. 

However,  a  certain  John  Tinkey  owned  150  acics  of  land  in  York  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  in  1770;  also  owned  land  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  later  and  in 
1 804.  His  estate  was  divided  after  his  death  in  that  county.  It  looks  as  though  he  was 
the  one  who  came  over  with  George  Tinkey,  and  in  that  case  was  a  brother.  There  were 
Thomas  Tinkey  of  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  James  Tinkey  of  the  adjoining  or 
neai  by  county  of  Bucks,  who  both  took  land  there  in  1741!.  Perhaps  these  were  ntar  rel¬ 
atives  or  brothers,  but  unfortunately  we  are  unable  to  determine.  Nevertheless  tluse 
different  Tinkeys  ail  seemed  lo  become  sttleis  in  colonial  Pennsylvania,  about  or  near 
the  middle  of  the  l.Xth  century,  that  is  between  1743  and  175(1.  Why  they  settled  in  dil¬ 
l-rent  counties  or  sections  of  the  province  we  know  not.  That  may  have  been  due  to  llio 
influence  of  friends  who  induced  them  to  come  to  America  and  settle  in  their  favorite 
sections.  Anyhow  they  doubtless  found  that  Pennsylvania  was  a  veritable  Promised 
Land. 

Whilst  but  vfry  little  is  known  of  George  Tinkey,  the  ancestor  of  Ohio  Tinkeys, 
nothing  whatever  is  known  of  his  wife  or  of  her  people,  but  we  quite  naturally  infer 
tint  she  likewise  was  of  Geiman  origin. 

There  was  born  to  this  German  couple,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Georg,,*  Tinkey,  a  son,  who 
was  named  l-Tederick  Tinkey,  He  remained  in  his  native  Washington  County  until  well 
along  in  manhood,  and  then  moved  to  the  beautiful  state  of  Ohio,  where  he  settled  in 
Richland  County  on  a  200-acre  tract  of  land  situated  on  the  charming  C'learfork  River 
2 Vj  miles  from  Rellville,  and  resided  there  till  death.  He  was  buried  on  his  private 
burying  ground,  on  a  corner  of  his  farm.  He  lived  to  the  advanced  age  of  SI  years,  7 
months  and  15  days,  with  all  his  teeth  well  preserved-  certainly  an  unusual  attainoment, 
largely  due  to  good  sound  health  and  correct  living.  He  was  considered  a  prosperous 
farmer  and  somewhat  rich  for  those  days.  He  was  evidently  both  religious  and  generous, 
and  had  a  union  or  community  church  on  a  corner  of  his  farm  with  small  private  ceme¬ 
tery  adjoining.  He  was  married  twice.  Margaret  was  the  name  of  the  second  wife,  but 
her  family  history  is  not  known,  and  the  same  can  he  said  of  the  first  wife,  also  whose 
name  is  unknown.  J i e  raised  a  good-sized  family.  By  religious  persuasion  he  was  a 
Lutheran,  although  apparently  broad  in  his  Christian  sympathies.  Of  his  personal  and 
lamily  history  but  little  ha.-;  been  preserved  for  bis  posterity.  A  modest  marble  l.oinb- 
slune  marks  his  resting  place  upon  the  old  farm  graveyard.  His  children  were  John, 
George,  Jaeoh,  Noah,  Mary  (Polly)  from  whom  have  descended  a  large  posterity  scat¬ 
tered  in  different  places  and  states.  Many,  however,  are  still  residing  in  th  counties 
of  Richland-,  Knox  and  elsewhere  in  Ohio.  Thus  his  numerous  prodigy  is  traced  down¬ 
ward  to  children,  grandchildr  n,  and  even  lo  one,  two  and  three  times  great  grandchil¬ 
dren.

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families  that  may  still  have  their  own  families  also  surviving  them,  it  should  not  he 
difficult  for  tluse  different  adult  generations  to  identify  their  own  ancestors,  from  par¬ 
ents  etc.,  backward  to  the  eldest  known  ancestor. 

Reverting  to  Germany  to  the  parents  of  George  Tinkey,  our  American  progenitor, 
and  tracing  forward  to  the  young:  st  generation  of  the  present  time,  there  are  just  eight 
generations,  so  that  it  might  he  said  that  the  present  youngest  descendants  have  their 
Tinkey  pedigrees  traced  hack  to  their  great,  great,  great,  great,  great  grandparents. 

In  old  Germany,  the  province  of  Hesse,  from  whence  came  some  of  the  world's 
great  soldiers  and  also  honest  plodding  industrious  people.  The  Tinkey  traits  of  char¬ 
acter  seem  to  have  inherited  hy  each  successive  generation,  so  that  we  generally  find 
the  Tinkeys  industrious  frugal  and  well  to  do,  also  religiously  inclined,  and  among  tile 
prosperous  middle  classes. 

The  Tinkey  blood  courses  in  (he  veins  of  many  others  who  hear  other  names,  as  a 
result  of  marriage  into  other  families  and  relationships.  Thus  a  host  could  rise  up  claim¬ 
ing  kinship  with  the  Tinkey  people.  It  would  be  impossible  to  give  an  unabridged  write¬ 
up  of  the  Tinkey  ancestry  and  posterity,  also  of  their  collateral  relationships,  as  it  would 
require  volumes.  Therefore  this  brief  epitome  must  suffice  for  the  present.  At  1  ast 
each  grown-up  of  Tinkey  blood,  whether  bearing  the  name  or  not,  should  have  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  finding  their  ancestry.

THE  TINKEY  ANCESTRY

Frederick  Tinkey,  ;is  Rev.  Willis  1ms  told  you  in  his  epitome,  was  twice  married, 
hut  lie  was  unable  to  get  any  trace  of  his  wives,  and  as  neither  was  buried  beside  him, 
a  special  effort  was  made  to  locate  them.  Have  one  report  that  first  wife  was  buried  in 
Washington  County.  Pennsylvania,  and  another  that  she  was  buried  in  Richland  County, 
Ohio.  Either  may  be  correct,  but  exact  place  unknown.  The  second  wife  was  located 
in  the  PellviUl,  0.  cemetery  on  the  G.  S.  Swank  lot.  and  it  is  presumed  that  she  was  a 
Swank  who  married  a  Divelbis,  then  Frederick  Tinkey.  The  following  inscription  is  on 
the  tombstone:  Margaret  Tinkey.  Died  Sept.  tith.  18‘J1,  Aged  Of)  years.  This  makes  year 
of  birth  I7!d>.  The  writer  remembers  seeing  her  and  hearing  people  call  her  Peggy. 

An  effort  was  made  to  g.  t  a  record  of  all  (ho  children  and  grandchildren  of  Fred¬ 
erick  Tinkey,  but  only  succeeded  in  getting  the  children  of  John,  IVIary  (Polly)  and 
George.  Have  some  knowledge  of  the  children  .of  Noah,  of  near  Warsaw,  Indiana,  and 
Jacob  (known  as  Hunter  Jake)  in  the  Laurel  Mountains  of  Pennsylvania.  Both  raised 
large  families  and  no  doubt  their  history  would  be  interesting.  Hope  that  some  public- 
spirited  relative  adds  their  history  to  this  work  in  the  author’s  time  of  life. 

Mary,  more  familiarly  known  as  Aunt  Polly,  resided  for  many  y  ars  in  Bellvilb', 
Ohio,  and  unfortunately  was  left  alone  in  this  world.  Her  entire  family,  as  you  can  see 
recorded  in  this  hook,  preceded  her  to  the  b  tter  world,  and  the  hist  three  years  of  her 
life  was  at  the  home  of  the  writer  in  Willard,  ().,  who  with  a  faithful  wife  that  has  re¬ 
cently  gone  to  her  rest,  did  thtir  best,  for  her  until  the  end  of  her  earthly  life.  Aunt 
Polly  Wagner,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Frederick  Tinkey,  was  burled  in  the  Bellville, 
().,  cemetery  with  the  rest  of  h  r  family  except  the  two  sons  mentioned  in  the  old  Tin- 
key  cemetery. 

Will  now  endeavoi  to  tell  you  something  of  George  Tinkey,  son  of  Frederick 
Tinkey.  He  lived  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  ISJft,  with  his  wife  Eliza¬ 
beth,  and  their  children,  John,  Jeremiah,  James,  Levina,  Ann  and  Susan,  moved  to  Ohio 
in  a  big  wagon  and  settled  upon  a  l(iO-ae.re  farm  two  miles  south  of  Bellville,  Ohio,  near 
llom*\  Creek  sehoolheiis  \  halving  their  two  dnugliteis.  Elizabeth  and  Mary,  remain  in 
Pennsylvania  with  their  husbands,  Jam  s  Thomas  and  John  Gamble  respectively. 

The  old  wagon  was  a  relic  on  the  old  farm  for  many  years,  and  the  old  clock  is  on 
the  wall  ot  the  house  they  lniilt  to  this  very  day.  The  farm  is  still  in  ancestral  hands, 
being  owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Paste*  (sec*  record.) 

As  time  went  on,  Lovina  married  John  Gurney  and  moved  to  Huron  County,  Ohio. 
Ann  married  Abner  Oldfield  and  remained  on  the  farm.  Susan  married  Jacob  Fisher 
and  moved  to  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  John  Tinkey  was  twice  married,  to  Laura  Culver 
and  Caroline  Davy,  and  lived  near  Alta,  Ohio.  Jeremiah  married  Diu/.ille  Snyder  and 
lived  near  Bellville,  O.  James  married  Margaret  Martin  and  lived  near  both  the  old 
homes. 

All  these  ancestors  raised  families  and  much  could  be  written  of  them  and  their 
children,  but  space  forbids.  Just  as  a  matter  of  coincidence,  will  state  that  the  three 
s'ons  of  Jeremiah  Tinkey  reside  in  Mansfield,  ().,  and  are  in  the  lumber  business,  and 
the  three*  sons  and  d  mghter  Edith  of  Janu  s  Tinkey  reside  in  Ml.  Vernon,  ().,  and  for 
the  last  score  of  ye;  have  been  in  the  bakery  business.  Also  it.  is  worthy  of  special 
mention  that  tin*  trait  i  <>f  character  written  by  Rev.  Willis  of  the  former  generations  are 
strikingly  manifest  in  the  later  generations,  and  the  writer  is  proud  of  the  Tinkey  fam¬ 
ily  and  can  see  wonderful  progress  of  the  elan.  The  outstanding  fact  is  there,  is  enough 
tab*nt  in  the  present  family  to  provide  an  almost  endless  variety  of  entertainment  The 
committee  of  the  111  -  >  t  Million  would  have*  no  difficulty  to  provide  n  program  1  f»  days  In 
leug.t  It  of  I !!

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T.  H.  &  W.  Railroad,  running  a  laundry  large  enough  to  do  Chicago's  washing  on  Mon¬ 
day,  and  still  have  enough  energy  left  to  supply  New  York  City  with  gas. 

This  book  would  not  contain  all  the  record  that  could  be  made  of  all  their  children 
and  grandchildren,  and  the  author  will  leave  this  work  for  a  more  talented  grandchild 
to  complete.

But 
today  the  name  Tinkey  will  wecome  you  to  any  Cole  or  Beamer  home  of  the  family.  The 
thought  meant  to  be  conveyed  is  that  the  present  and  future  generations  should  so 
guard  their  actions  and  profit  by  their  forefathers’  example  that  when  they  choose  their 
companions  it  should  be  as  God  ordained  it  to  be — for  life.

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Aug.  10.  1921..  Record  of  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  i  inkey  Relatives,  Held  at 

Lexington,  Ohio. 

In  the  spring  time  of  the  year  1921,  it  entered  into  the  minds  of  some  of  the  older 
members  of  the  Tinkey  families  that  it  would  lie  proper  and  right  to  attempt  to  hold  a 
family  reunion.  Thereupon  George  and  Frank  Tinkey  volunteered,  after  consulting  with 
others,  that  they  would  act  as  a  committee  to  arrange  for  such  a  reunion.  The  time, 
Aug.  10,  1921,  and  place,  Lexington,  O.,  at  Orchard  Grove  Park,  was  thereupon  arranged. 
Invitations  were  sent  to  as  many  heads  of  families  as  the  committee  had  a  way  of  know¬ 
ing  said  names  and  addresses,  with  instructions  for  said  persons  to  inform  all  known 
relatives  to  attend.  By  10  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the, date  set  for  the  reunion,  and 
the  weather  being  ideal  as  if  made  for  the  occasion,  1 1  (»  of  the  relatives  had  responded 
to  the  invitation  with  well -tilled  baskets  and  happy  hearts,  ready  to  have  a  glorious  day 
togi  tiler.  The  forenoon  was  spent  greeting  old  and  new  relatives  and  in  preparing  din¬ 
ner,  to  which  all  did  their  best  and  enjoyed  themselves. 

Dinner  cleared  away,  a  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Georgs  Tinkey 
and  a  motion  carried  that  J.  C.  Tinkey  act  as  temporary  chairman,  who  accepted  with  a 
pleasant  greeting  to  all.  Chairman  asked  for  a  secretary.  Motion  carried  that  George 
Tinkey  he  made  temporary  secretary.  No  program  having  been  arranged,  the  chairman 
made  up  one.  The  meeting  progressed  as  follows: 

Song,  Illest.  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  George  W.  Willis,  1).  D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  all  joining  in  the 
Lord’s  Prayer. 

Reading  of  poem  by  the  chairman.  Subject,  “Growing  Old.” 

Chairman  then  requested  all  to  co-operate  and  as  their  names  were  called  to  come 
forward  and  stand  together  in  family  groups,  so  that  all  could  see  them  and  get  ac¬ 
quainted.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  take  the  names  of  each  family  separately  and 
to  complete  a  family  record.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  intereating  and  beneficial  pro¬ 
gram.  Opportunity  was  given  for  the  voices  of  all  to  lie  heard  and  many  responded, 
showing  their  pleasure  of  meeting  together  and  getting  better  acquainted. 

When  the  question  of  the  possibilities  id'  having  another  reunion  came  up  for 
decision,  a  motion  to  hold  the  second  annuol  reunion,  (imo  and  place  to  ho  decided  by 
the  officers,  eart  h  d  unanimously. 

Nomination  and  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows:  President,  J.  C.  Tinkey; 
Vice  President,  Mary  Teeter;  Secretary,  G.  W.  Tinkey;  Asst.  Secretary,  Audrey  Tinkey; 
Tieasurer,  Frank  Baughman;  and  a  committee  of  Edith  Beamer  Susie  Paste  and  Frank 
Tinkey  to  assist  officers  on  arrangements. 

Our  first  elected  president  of  a  Tinkey  reunion  thanked  the  relatives  for  the  honor 
conferred  upon  him  and  requested  all  to  co-operate  vvilh  the  officers  to  make  the  second 
reunion  a  complete  success. 

Speeches  were  then  In  order,  and  several  were  made  compliment  !ng  the  line 
spirit  manifested  in  the  meeting.  When  the  call  on  the  president  for  a  speech  was  made 
he  said  that  he  had  a  friend  in  the  crowd  that  would  do  his  speaking  for  him,  and  intro¬ 
duced  Rev.  George  W.  Willis,  who  put  plenty  of  inspiration  and  other  good  thoughts  into 
the  meeting.  Thai  we  all  feel  like  one  great  big  happy  family  and  that  we  were  glad  to 
be  l»r  sent.  A  motion  .  rried  extending  a  vote  of  Ihanks  to  Rev.  Willis  for  his  fine  ad¬ 
dress. 

The  meeting  closed  by  singing  "God  lie  With  You  ’Til  Wo  Meet  Again."  Benedic¬ 
tion  by  Rev.  Willis.  After  the  meeting  adjourned  and  visiting  was  in  ord  r  until  time  to 
ret  urn  to  our  homes  and  have  more  time  l<>  think  of  the  wondeifnl  day  spent  together. 
We  ex pf  et.  this  day  to  echo  and  re-echo  for  many  years  to  come.

The  morning  being  ideal,  relatives  began  gathering  early  to  greet  the  next  arrival. 
Many  a  surprise  in  store  as  to  whom  the  next  machine  would  bring  and  by  noon  there 
were  150  on  the  ground.  When  dinner  was  called,  it  did  not  take  long  to  get  everybody 
seated,  after  which  Rev.  David  Cox  returned  thanks.  You  all  know  that  the  Tinkey  rel¬ 
atives  are  all  good  cooks  as  well  as  bakers.  We  all  did  the  best,  of  course  to  our  capac¬ 
ity,  and  that  seemed  to  grow  for  the  occasion.  The  president  announced  the  program 
for  the  day. 

Dinner  over,  it  was  balloons  for  the  babies,  candy  for  the  ladies,  and  horseshoe 
pitching  for  the  boys  and  men.  Some  very  exciting  games. 

When  our  president  called  for  order  and  made  a  few  remarks  and  announcing 
time  for  tin*  business  meeting.  After  singing  America,  Bessie  Cox  offered  prayer.  Pres¬ 
ident  gave  n  report  of  the  year,  which  was  voted  to  be  put  on  record.  Minutes  of  last 
meeting  read  and  approved.

Relatives  guaranteed  SB  books,  which  was  only  17  short  of  the  amount  required.  Being 
so  near,  the  committee  felt  justified  in  going  ahead  and  completing  the  book.  Roll  call 
in  order  to  make  corrections  before  printing  book.  Reading  by  David  Cox. 

The  following  officers  were  nominated  and  elected  by  acclamation  for  the  year: 
President,  Monroe  Tinkey;  Vice  President,  W.  .1.  Tinkey;  Secretary,  N.  E.  Tinkey;  Asst. 
Secretary,  Anna  Dill;  Treasurer  Anna  Baughman;  committee,  Carl  Tinkey,  Rev.  G.  W. 
Willis.  Anna  Allen. 

Motion  carried  to  hold  a  third  annual  reunion,  time  and  place  to  be  decided  by 
the  committee.

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Lexington,  O.,  Aug.  12,  1!)22-  -Your  president,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  which 
includes  the  officers  and  the  special  committee  of  three,  desires  to  submit  the  following 
report.  We  were  pleased  with  the  large  attendance  and  interest  manifested  at  our  first 
reunion  last  year.  We  are  now  glad  to  se  such  a  large  attendance  this  year.  We  bid  you 
welcome  and  hope  our  association  together  will  he  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  this  first  year  of  our  reunion,  which  we  believe  will 
pass  on  down  to  our  posterity  that  will  give  us  due  credit  and  let  the  following  gemma¬ 
tions  know  that  we  not  only  looked  after  the  present  but  also  of  the  future  generation, 
Not  counting  the  ties  of  friendship  and  many  other  things,  the  two  outstanding  accom¬ 
plishments  for  the  year  are  the  repairs  to  the  cemetery,  which  are  finished  and  the 
family  record,  which  is  unfinished.  Much  lias  been  done  in  compiling  these  statistics 
by  your  secretary  and  others,  having  now  about  1G0  names,  but  in  trying  to  execute  your 
plans  of  last  year  wo  concluded  before  we  got  very  far  along  with  your  request  for  a 
printed  record  of  family  history,  that  it  could  not  be  done  any  ways  near  accurate  before 
another  reunion  was  held.  And  tin's  matter  was  taken  up  by  your  cominitte  on  May  11, 
11)22,  in  a  meeting  held  at  Susie  Paste’s,  Btllville,  O.,  to  decide  place  and  time  of  this 
i (‘union  and  to  purchase  supplies  and  make  proper  arrangements.  After  debating  the 
question  of  family  recot d  we  finally  decided  to  recommend  that  this  reunion  reconsider 
this  matter  and  authorize  the  completion  of  this  record  in  book  form,  together  with  re¬ 
union  and  ancestral  pictures  (at  the  expense  of  the  reunion  fund)  and  any  others  that 
would  furnish  a  cut,  the  whole  expense  to  he  met  by  the  sir  1  < *  of  books,  1. hereby  milking 
it  possibh  to  maintain  the  expense  of  I'utuie  reunions  by  the  sale  of  books.  This  mutter 
will  be  gone  into  in  detail  a  little  later  its  new  or  unfinished  business.

and  the  pieces  wore  nearly  buried  in  the  earth,  covered  over  with  grass  and  weeds,  and 
tluise  that  were  not  broken  were  covtred  with  weather-beaten  grime  and  standing  crook¬ 
ed  upon  their  bases  and  some  of  them  settled  into  the  earth  entirely  hidden  from  view, 
and  knowing  that  our  groat  grandfather,  Frederic  k  Tinkey,  grandfather  and  grandmolh- 
i  t,  George  and  Hli/.abelh  Tinkey,  and  about  12  other  relatives  of  the  Tinkey  fnmih  were 
Inn  led  there,  of  which  wo  now  have  a  complete  record  and  their  names  w  ill  he  in  the 
proposed  hook,  w  ith  all  know  n  description  and  perhaps  a  picture  of  the  eenu  ter.v  as  it 
looks  today,  after  skilled  hands  have  transformed  it  into  a  respectable  condition  we 
felt  it  our  duty  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  this  work,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  report  t o  you  today  that  we  have  finished  our  task  and  are  no  longer  ashamed  to  in¬ 
vite  you  to  visit  the  old  cemetery  and  witness  the  result  of  our  year’s  accomplishment. 
We  also  suggest  that  our  successor's  give  this  enough  attention  in  the  future  to  keep  it 
in  good  condition,  and  never  again  allow  it  to  become  in  a  condition  that  il  was  in  for 
at  least  30  years  past. 

We  realize  that  we  have  created  a  debt  of  no  small  amount  against  the  reunion, 
but  since  we  only  needed  a  small  amount  for  our  first  reunion  and  that  future  reunions 
will  only  need  a  nominal  sum,  or  no  collection  at  all  if  book  proposition  is  adopted,  and 
every  person  will  get  value  received  for  thtir  money  in  the  purchase  of  hooks  and  at  the 
same  time  have  a  souvenir  the  rest  of  their  lifetime  that  money  could  not  buy!

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INTRODUCTORY 

Tlic  Tin  key  Family  History  that  was  compiled  from  many  sources  and  print¬ 
ed  in  1922  was  not  a  complete  work  for  the  reason  the  necessary  data  could  not 
be  secured  on  account  of  the  families  being  scattered  over  many  parts  of  Ohio. 
Juliana,  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere.  As  was  stated  then,  the  work  would  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  gathering  of  the  data  and  at  some  future  time  it  would  lie  revised.  We 
made  progress  with  the  work  and  in  1940  decided  to  print  a  supplement  to  the  book 
of  1922.  Sixty  questionnaires  were  distributed  to  the  heads  of  families  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  answer  the  questions  and  mail  it  to  N  E.  Tinkey  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio,  as 
he  was  and  still  is  the  recording  secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  etc. 

Since  1940  special  effort  has  been  made  to  get  the  necessary  information  need¬ 
ed  to  complete  the  work  of  revising  the  genealogy  of  the  Tinkey  Family  and  to  this 
date,  July  1944,  only  .30  of  the  questionnaires  have  been  received.  This  matter  having 
bein  placed  before  the  reunions  <  f  the  Tinkey  Families  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  and  at 
Jones  Mills,  Pennsylvania,  where  it  was  unanimously  approved  and  many  agreed  to 
cooperate  in  the  completion  of  the  revision  and  the  writer  having  agreed  with  the 
cooperation  asked  for  to  pay  all  expenses  that  the  sale  of  what  few’  1922  books 
would  not  meet.  Many  trips  have  been  made  by  automobile  within  the  last  four 
years  to  secure  the  data  direct  from  the  relatives  at  their  homes,  hut  with  gas,  tire 
and  other  restrictions  on  account  of  the  World  War  No.  J1  it  became  impossible  to 
continue  farther  along  this  plan.  Decided  to  proceed  with  the  printing  of  what  has 
been  gathered  at  this  time  and  leave  the  further  revision  to  some  more  talented 
person  and  be  satisfied  to  do  this  much  for  the  posterity  of  the  Tinkey  Family 
during  my  lifetime  as  niv  years  are  fast  passing  away. 

Have  ordered  300  copies  of  this  revision  and  there  are  still  about  30  copies  of 
the  1922  book  to  be  sold  of  the  220  that  were  printed  and  it  is  recommended  that  a 
small  charge  id  50  cents  lie  made  tor  this  revision  and  the  book  with  the  revision 
be  sold  for  $2.00  to  help  pay  the  expenses  of  printing  and  mailing.  Orders  sent  to 
N.  K.  Tinkey,  503  E.  Ohio  Ave  .  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio,  will  receive  prompt  attention, 
l'hev  will  make  a  nice  Christmas  present  to  your  family. 

Have  included  in  this  revision  a  report  of  all  births,  marriages  and  deaths  that 
have  been  sent  to  the  recording  secretary,  no  doubt  there  are  many  more  that 
should  have  been  reported.  Would  that  a  report  of  all  our  kinsfolk  that  are  serving 
in  tlie  War  for  the  preserving  of  our  country  could  have  been  listed,  but  do  not  have 
the  data,  but  the  best  we  can  do  is  to  Pray  Daily  for  them  and  all  others  for 
a  victory  if  it  lie  GOD’S  will  and  a  lasting  peace  so  that  we  will  have  a  glorious 
country  in  which  to  live. 

You  will  note  that  this  Geneology  is  of  the  children  of  Frederick  and  Mary  M. 
Tinkey  of  the  17th  century.  Frederick  Tinkev’s  father  was  George  Tinkey  and  his 
grandfather  was  Thomas  Tinkey.  Frederick  Tinkey 's  .children,  John,  George  and 
Mary  were  listed  quite  well  in  the  hook  of  1922  and  this  revision  includes  -Jacob, 
Noah,  Elizabeth  and  Susan  hut  not  complete  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  a  more  com¬ 
plete  list  can  be  made  in  the  future.

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FOREWORD 

The  Tin  key  Family  should  have  the  book  of  1922  and  this  supplement  distribut¬ 
ed  among  the  membership  until  the  supply  is  exhausted,  in  order  to  fortify  your- 
scives  with  the  necessary  knowledge  to  help  you  with  your  daily  problems  of  life 
and  to  keep  informed  of  your  kinship  and  know  how  to  answer  questions,  should 
some  of  your  family  be  unfortunate  and  enter  a  hospital  or  meet  up  with  the  under¬ 
taker,  or  be  asked  to  prove  your  birth  and  parenthood  in  applying  for  insurance, 
annuity  or  a  pension  as  many  are  doing  these  clays. 

Many  arc  paying  more  than  the  price  of  this  Geneology,  which  will  answer 
most  of  the  questions  asked,  some  are  paying  excessive  prices  to  prove  their  birth  to 
persons  that  are  preying  upon  the  ignorance  of  the  people.  A  few  of  the  ways  to 
prove  your  birth  that  is  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  are  as  follows:  Certificate  of 
Birth,  Affidavit  from  Doctor  or  Midwife,  A f fida\ it  from  Parents,  Relatives  or  some 
older  person  than  yourself,  Public  School  Record  or  Teachers  of  Schools  or  Sunday 
Schools,  Record  of  insurance  company  when  young,  Family  Bible  Record,  Family 
Geneology  Record,  Vaccination,  Hospitalization  or  Operation  Record,  or  Record  of 
Baptismal  or  Church  Membership,  and  old  Marriage  certificate  or  photographs. 

Secure  this  Family  Record  while  the  supply  lasts  and  write  down  each  and  every 
event  coming  to  your  knowledge  in  the  space  provided  just  as  I  have  done  since  the 
hook  was  first  published  in  1922.  I  could  tell  you  the  name  and  date  of  every  birth, 
marriage  or  death  since  July  1922  to  July  1944  coming  to  my  attention  and  even  the 
place  of  residence,  but  of  course  they  have  not  all  been  reported  to  me  but  all 

should  be  reported  to  my  brother,  N.  K.  Tinkey.  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio,  the  recording 

secretary.  It  will  take  too  much  time,  space  and  expense  to  place  it  all  in  this 
revision,  however  will  give  you  the  figures;  births  77,  marriages  87  and  deaths  113. 
You  will  note  we  are  losing  membership. 

You  can  secure  a  lot  of  valuable  information  by  studying  the  list  carefully 

and  know  where  you  fit  into  the  Geneology  by  following  the  “I.egetvd”  as  follows: 
MOLD  FACE  TYPE  denotes  Heads  of  Families  or  Marriages  and  “small 
type"  denote  the  children  if  any.

“Asterisk"  before  the  name,  therefore  three  should  be  added  to  the  number  of 
asterisks  before  your  name  to  inform  you  of  the  number  of  voair  generation,  VIZ, 
should  you  have  three  asterisks  before  your  name,  it  denotes  you  are  of  the  6th 

generation.  The  first  figures  given  following  vour  name  denotes  your  year  of  BIRTH 
and  the  second  is  the  year  of  DEATH  when  given  like  sample,  I860-  or  1860-1938. 
Then  you  can  easily  figure  the  age  of  the  person,  which  in  this  case  would  be  78. 
The  Marriage  is  first  recorded,  then  all  the  children  from  the  eldest  to 

the  youngest  by  their  given  names,  then  the  eldest  to  the  youngest  with 

their  entire  family  is  recorded  in  the  order  of  their  ages  when  known,  for 

example  see  my  father,  JAMES  TINKEY  being  the  youngest  child  of  GEORGE 
and  ELIZABETH  TINKEY,  comes  last  on  the  list.  Some  families  did  not  send  the 

dates  of  birth  and  death  and  could  not  be  correctly  listed  and  the  only  thing  now  to 

do  is  to  write  in  the  dates  or  names  when  received  until  such  time  as  it  can  again 
be  revised.  You  will  note  there  arc  several  names  alike,  such  as  JOHN,  GEORGE, 
ANNA,  ETC.  and  without  the  correct  data  could  not  be  placed  so  as  to  be  under¬ 
stood,  but  where  the*  asterisks  and  dates  are  provided  you  can  readily  place  them 

where  they  belong.  Also  the . denotes  the  end  of  that  branch  of  the

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REPORT  OF  AN  INTERESTING  LETTER 

In  1851  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Harter  wrote  a  letter  from  Grindstone  Point, 
Dekalb  County,  Missouri,  to  Mrs  Harter's  father,  Frederick  Tinkey,  a  pioneer 
resident  of  two  miles  east  of  Bellvillc,  0.,  telling'  of  their  six  children,  naming  each  of 
them.  Special  effort  has  been  made  for  several  years  to  make  contact  with  the  Harter 
and  Snyder  families,  with  but  little  being  accomplished. 

The  writer  has  read  this  most  interesting  letter  which  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Bernard  Tinkey  of  Ashland,  Ohio,  but  not  having  the  letter  before  me  I  am 
telling  some  of  its  contents  from  a  newspaper  clipping  that  is  in  my  possession  and 
that  is  the  way  I  listed  the  names  of  the  children  of  Adam  and  Elizabeth  Ilarter.  The 
letter  consists  of  a  single  sheet,  folded  and  sealed  with  wax,  there  were  no  envelopes 
in  those  days  and  the  recipient  (Frederick  Tinkey )  was  required  to  pay  the  postage  of 
1 2'/i  cents  or  more  depending  upon  the  distance  traveled. 

The  Harters  lived  southwest  of  Perrvsville,  Ohio,  before  going  west  and  the 
letter  urged  Father  Tinkey  to  come  to  Missouri  and  make  a  big  speculation  by 
entering  land  before  it  was  all  taken.  Said  work  cattle-  was  40  to  50  dollars,  cows  10 

doilars,  pork  $3.00  per  hundred,  corn  75,  potatoes  50,  oats  25  cents  a  bushel.  He  built 

a  Horse  Mill  on  his  160  acres  and  that  he  paid  5600.00  for  it  and  holds  it  now 
for  $10.00  an  acre. 

There  is  quite  a  difference  between  nearly  100  years  ago  ami  1944,  then  in  the 
horse  and  buggy  days  with  a  terrific  speed  of  10  miles  per  hour  and  a  $200,000,000 
dollar  National  debt  and  a  man  worked  from  sun  up  to  sun  set  for  $1.00  per  lay 

compared  with  now  a  speed  of  90  miles  per  hour  by  Automobile  but  restricted  to  35  by 

orders  of  the  war  board  to  conserve  gas  and  tires  or  200  miles  per  hour  by  airplane 
and  a  $200,000,000,000  dollar  National  debt  with  wages  at  8  to  15  dollars  per  day  of 
8  hours  with  time  and  one  half  for  overtime  and  double  pas  lor  Sunday  and  holidays. 
Work  cattle  or  (oxen)  are  not  quoted  on  the  market  as  there  are  only  a  very  tew 
in  existence.  Cows  $80.  pork  today  $12  per  hundred,  corn  $1.20,  wheat  $1.58, 
P  uatoes  $3.00  per  cwt.,  oats  75,  rye  $1.09,  barley  $1.00,  eggs  35  to  45  and 
butter  -17  cents  per  pound.  Then  there  was  no  war  but  now  nearly  the  whole  world 
is  at  wai  against  the  Axis  'which  consists  mostly  of  Germans',  Italy,  Japan  pitted 
against  Russia,  Britain,  China  and  the  United  States  and  the  smaller  countries.  At 
thst  Germans  tc>ok  a  lot  of  territory  from  Russia,  France,  Poland,  etc,  and  Japan  took 
a  jot  from  Britain  and  the  United  States  but  as  the  matter  stands  at  this  writing 
the  most  of  it  lias  been  won  back  with  Italy  out  of  the  war.  Rome  has  fallen  and 
the  Germans  are  being  driven  out  of  Italy,  they  are  now  about  90  miles  north  of  Rome 
which  was  saved  from  bombardment  and  ruin.  Russia  is  coming  through  Poland  with 
a  vast  army  and  now  close  to  Warsaw.  Britain  and  the  United  States  have  crossed 
the  channel  with  a  huge  army  and  are  now  firmly  established  on  French  soil  and  on 
their  way  to  Berlin.  Germany  is  being  bombed  night  and  day  with  thousands  of  bombs 
dropped  from  bombing  planes  causing  much  destruction  and  Germany  is  sending  robot 
planes  over  London  causing  considerable  damage  but  they  are  being  destroyed  by 
secret  processes  and  the  prediction  is,  that  the  war  will  end  this  fall  with  Germany 
and  Japan  losing  the  war.  Then  it  will  be  an  enormous  plan  to  secure  a  lasting  peace. 
M.uuv  people  believe  that  ibis  may  be  the  war  of  Armageddon,  if  that  is  true,  then 
it  will  end  all  wars,  but  if  not  true,  then  we  may  look  fot  another  war  in  29 
vears.  Let  us  hone  and  pray  that  there  will  be  no  more  WAR.  The  most  sad  part  of 
it  is  our  ancestry  was  traced  to  lessen-  Germany  which  means  the  Turkey's  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  fight  their  own  relation. 

Going  back  again  to  our  Grcat-Grcat-Grandfathcr  Frederick  Tinkey,  it  does 
mu  appear  from  any  i<  ml  in  om  possession  I  li.it  hr  look  1 1 1  •*  advice  ol  the  llarlei'a, 
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to  go  to  Missouri  and  take  up  land  and  we  judge  that  he  was  one  of  the  Tinkeys 
that  used  his  own  mind  and  judgment  in  deciding  such  matters  and  that  he  believed 
in  the  motto  “that  a  rolling  stone  does  not  gather  any  moss,”  or  that,  ‘‘better  leave 
well  enough  alone”  and  stayed  upon  his  farm  along  the  Cl  car  fork  river.  His  farm  join¬ 
ed  my  father's  farm  to  the  east  where  all  of  us  children  were  born  and  the  old 
cemetery  lay  between  the  two  farms.  (See  record)  and  picture  in  book. 

Mr.  \V.  J.  Tin  key  the  father  of  Bernard  and  a  nephew  to  the  Harters  who  is 
still  living  at  Ashland,  Ohio  and  is  9d  years  old  is  recorded  in  the  paper  of  having 
made  a  trip  to  Cameron,  Mo,  back  in  1876  and  at  that  time  the  Harters  had  passed 
away.  The  writers  were  enthusiastic  over  the  prospects  of  further  prosperity.  The 
railroad  from  Hanoble  to  St.  Joseph  was  to  run  close  to  the  Harter  farm.  The  county 
was  being  settled  rapidly  and  a  railroad  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Missouri  rivers 
was  crossing  the  county  near  them. 

It  figures  out  that  the  Old  Frederick  Tinkev  Homestead  between  Butler  and 
Beilville  was  sold  in  I860  to  A.  I  .  Garber’s  father  and  has  been  known  ever  since  as 
the  Garber  farm. 

The  writer  well  remembers  back  in  the  eighteen  eighties  when  the  two  brothers, 
Bentley  and  Dora  Garber  lived'  on  the  old  Tinkcy  Firm.  Bentley  in  the  old  brick- 
house  1 1 1 at  is  there  to  this  day  and  Dora  in  the  newer  building  to  'the  east. 

Since  writing-  the  above  there  has  been  two  political  conventions  held  in 
Chicago.  The  Republicans  nominating  for  president  Thomas  L.  Dewey,  governor  ot 
New  York  and  for  vice-president,  our  own  governor  of  Ohio,  John  W.  Bricker. 
The  Democrats  nominated  for  his  fourth  term  of  four  years  each  for  our  president, 
Franklin  I).  Roosevelt.  A  precedent  that  has  never  been  done  in  the  history  of  our 
country,  two  terms  previously  being  the  limit.  Now  there  will  he  a  contest  till  election 
day  in  November,  Senator  Truman  of  Missouri  has  been  nominated  for  Vice  President. 
Whether  by  the  old  tried  and  experienced  men  or  the  new  inexperienced  men  at  the 
helm.  Germany  is  having  internal  trouble  with  the  fuehrer,  Adolph  Hitler,-  threatened 
with  assassination  and  ready  to  flee  tlu-  country  by  airplane  after  killing  some  of  his 
military  officer  enemies  an  1  leaving  the  country  in  revolt.  'To jo  of  Japan  has  been 
removed  Horn  office  and  Genital  McArthur  is  fast  approaching  Japan  with  his  huge 
1 1  ,i  \  \ .  line:  tl  b  i-eiiltuw  et  is  making  l.ermany  retreat  from  France  ami  Stalin  from 
Rti'.si.i  and  Poland.  I  am  joining  in  the  prediction  that  the  main  fighting  will  end 
be  lore  another  Christmas. 


SPECIAL  NOTICE 

There  is  one  more  very  important  matter  that  should  he  given  attention  by  all 
of  the  Tinkcy  Clan.  Vi/.;  Frederick  Tinkcy  our  progenitor  that  this  revision 
emphasizes  in  the  Gencology  of  his  family  and  as  Rev.  George  W.  Willis  and  tin; 
writer  mentioned  in  our  epitomes  of  the  Tinkcy  Family  and  as  shown  in  the  booh 
of  1922  was  buried  upon  his  farm  about  one-half  way  between  Beilville  and  Butler 
Ohio  with  his  son  George  and  wife  and  12  others  of  the  relatives.  We  repaired  the 
broken  tombstones  that  cattle  had  damaged  and  gave  the  cemetery  a  general  clean¬ 
ing  in  1922  but  last  year  the  tombstones  were  hidden  with  briers  when  we  visited 
the  cemetery  and  after  a  request  to  the  county  authorities  the  briers  were  cut  hut 
Jett  where  they  fell  muling  it  almost  impossible  to  get  into  the  cemetery  especially 
loi  ladies.  Last  w<--  m  vcrnl  ol  the  Tinkcy ’s  again  visited  the  cemetery  Imt  the 
briers  and)  Weeds  were  so  tall  and  tlpek  that  we  could  not  enter,  the  ground  much 
less  get  back  to  the  "laves  of  our  ancestry.  It  is  my  candid  opinion  that  placing 
the  cemetery  here  was  one  error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  our  grandfather,  l  ied- 
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crick  Tinkey.  It  is  a  shame  and  disgrace  to  the  Tinkev  family  to  have  a  condition 
like  this  and  the  writer  makes  the  following  suggestions:  Either  abandon  the 
cemetery  by  having  the  belies  removed  to  Bell ville  or  the  Four  Corners  cemeteries 
if  this  can  legally  be  done,  where  there  is  an  upkeep  provided  and  kept  in  a  respect¬ 
able  condition  at  all  times.  OR,  secure  a  caretaker  to  work  with  the  Trustees,  whose 
lawful  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  weeds  and  briers  mowed  and  pay  the  caretaker  from 
the  reunion  fund  and  the  sale  of  these  books  what  is  over  and  above  the  expense 
of  printing  the  revision.  Perhaps  the  last  method  would  be  the  cheapest  but  not  the 
best,  provided  we  could  hot  sell  the  land  for  enough  to  pay  the  removal.  We  sug¬ 
gest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  from  the  reunions  to  investigate  this  matter  at 
the  earliest  possible  time.  We  understand  now  that  there  will  not  be  a  reunion  held 
in  Pennsylvania  this  year  but  that  there  will  be  one  held  at  Mansfield  this  year  at 
St.  Johns  Park  on  the  1th  Sunday  of  August,  19-14.

was  very  anxious  in  c  d  the  work  before  passing  over  the  river  Jordon  and  very 
thankful  to  the  Good  1  1  >1\  I )  for  sparing  my  life  and  giving  me  strength  to  finish 
the  task.  Hope  it  will  be  appreciated  and  that  we  will  all  meet  in  the  sweet  bye  and 
bye.
